TOWN WAREANT. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 


Hampden, ss. 

To Jason A. Palmer, Constable of the Town of Palmer, Greeting: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby directed 
to notify and warn all the inhabitants of the town of Palmer, qualified to vote 
in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Palmer, on 
Monday, the seventeenth day of March, inst., at 10 o’clock, A. M., to act on 
the following articles, viz :— 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To determine the number of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
Assessors, School Committee, and Constables, the town will choose for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To elect all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To act upon the report of the School Committee, Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and other town officers. 

Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as are necessary to defray the cur¬ 
rent expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will raise any money to reduce the debt of the 
town. 

Art. 7. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To determine the manner the town will take to collect the taxes 
that may be assessed, and state the terms and conditions of the same. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will allow a discount upon the taxes that may ^ 
be assessed the ensuing year. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will make any by-laws and regulations to pre¬ 
vent the pasturing of cattle and other animals upon the streets and highways 
of the town. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will accept the list of Jurors as revised by 
the Selectmen. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will build one or more tombs in town, and 
appropriate money for the same. 

Art. 13. To choose Committees, and give them instructions. 

Art. 14. To hear reports of Committees, and act thereon. * 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to build a new school-house east of 
L. F. Whiting’s, on the site of the old Newell house, and appropriate money 
for the same. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to grant the use of the school houses 
outside of the villages to the different religious denominations to hold social 
meetings, when they do not interfere with the terms of school. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote the use of Pickering Hall in Three 
Rivers, at least one evening in a week to the order of Good Templars of said 
town. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to choose a Truant Committee for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to build a lock-up, and appropriate 
money for the same. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will instruct the Treasurer not to pay any 
money to highway surveyors for repairing highways, until collected. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will accejit the streets as town ways as laid 
out by the Selectmen. One beginning at the termination of the street run¬ 
ning northerly from Pleasant street, between the houses of Newell Taylor and 
Wm. Thompson, thence running northerly to land of A. N. Dewey, being 58 
rods more or less. Also one beginning at the northerly side of Park street, 
and running north 59deg., east about 40 rods, in the Depot Village. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will accept the streets as town ways, as laid 
out by the selectmen. One beginning on Thorndike street, between the 
Straw shop and the house of Horace Clark, and running north 59% deg., 
west about 50 rods by the house of Samuel Wallace. Also one beginning on 
the above new street about 16 rods and 11 links back of the northeast cornet 
of Horace Clark’s lot, at the north corner of a lot owned by E. Brown, and 
running thence by the houses of John Rich andE. A. Bailey, south 43% 
west to Main street, being about 54% rods long, in the Depot Village. 

The names of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Assessors, School Com¬ 
mittee, and Constables, who are voted for, must be all on one ballot ; and you 
are hereby requested to serve this warrant by posting up attested copies thereof 
at the different public places designated by a vote of the town, seven days at 
least before the holding of said meeting, and cause this warrant to be printed 
in a newspaper called the Palmer Journal, at least two issues before the time 
of holding said meeting. Hereof fail not, and make due return of this war¬ 
rant with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, on or before the time of 
said meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SCHOOLS. 


« 

For sixteen schools we have had twenty-two different teacliers. 
Only eight have retained their places through the year. 

The Palmer High school was taught the entire year quite efficiently 
bv Mr. E. O. Dyer, a graduate of the Normal School at South 
Bridgewater. The lack in this school was for scholars. If parents 
Would have sent their children there would have been no doubt of 
their receiving great benefit from the teacher s clear metliod, and 
ability to instruct. 

Mrs. F. M. Murdock of the Thorndike Intermediate, and Misses 
H. J. Morse of the Bondsville Primary, Louise Shumway of the 
Three Rivers Primary, S. A. Drury of the Blanchardville Mixed, 
Mary L. Graves of the Foster, Esther A. Graves of the Mason, and 
L. P. Conant of the Shaw, took their schools through the year. All 
of them taught with a good degree of success. The same remark is 
true of several who have had their places but for a term or two. 

Your Committee would call attention to the relations subsisting be¬ 
tween contiguous towns in the matter of schooling each other’s children. 

For some years Palmer has been accustomed to pay Brimfield for 
the tuition of certain children belonging to the old Gamwell district. 
Sometimes we have paid such a bill to Wilbraham. On the other 
hand there has been quite a numerous attendance at our schools from 
Monson in past years, for which Monson has refused to pay. After a 
somewhat harassing negotiation and correspondence, running through 
several years, with resort at last to the measure of refusing admit¬ 
tance to our schools to all scholars from Monson, the precedent has 
been at length established that no scholars from that town can attend 
our schools without paying for it. We have received from this source 
the past year $52 59. For schooling Monson children the present 
year there are due $7 25. 
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The town lias received $98, for rent of tlie school-honses. Up¬ 
wards of fifty dollars more are due or nearly due. The income from 
these rents, which your present Committee have been studious in col¬ 
lecting, cannot be less than $175, annually. It would seem to be good 
house-keeping to save yearly a sum of this size. 

The statutes require that the Committee shall keep school books 
for the supply of the town. This has to be done at the town’s ex¬ 
pense. The prices to be charged mfist of course be such as to reim¬ 
burse the expense. The present committee have effected an arrange¬ 
ment with Messrs. Wood & Allen, whereby they are to furnish |ind 
keep for sale the school books in use at the uniform reduction of 
twenty per cent, from retail prices. This plan gives permanency to 
the mode and place of supply ; is no expense to the town ; and affords 
the books at practically a much cheaper rate, it is believed, than any 
member of the Committee could afford tliem and yet be reimbursed 
for his outlay. 

In accordance with a provision of the statutes, the School Commit 
tee hired a man to carry certain children of the Hastings School to 
the Foster School-house during the winter term. There were two 
especial advantages in this plan. It effected a saving of from forty 
to fifty dollars. It also gave a school in the Foster district approach¬ 
ing much more nearly to a fair size than either would, had they been 
kept separately. 

We again recommend the sale of both the Foster and the Ilastmgs 
houses, and the building of a new house at a point north, and near 
Newell’s pond. A building thus situated will fairly accommodate all 
the scholars of the region, and result in a considerable annual saving 
to the town. 

The town will perceive by the statement annexed to the statistics 
below, that the expense of running the schools has been about one 
hundred and fifty dollars less than the amount of the appropriation 
and the several funds, reckoning pay of teachers, cost of fuel, and 
care of houses, which alone by law are to be included in the estimate, 
—repairs, etc., being regarded as contingent expenses. 

A few of the schools have been shortened one week each, owing to 
epidemics, but in a majority of instances there has been the regular 
nine months tuition. We frequently find it impossible, however, to 
retain the services of approved teachers, because the appropriation 
will not allow us to make bids parallel to those of many other towns. 
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This is unfortifnate, as great advantage aceriies to any school in se¬ 
curing to it the services of an accomplished teacher for a series of 
years. We might call attention to the failure of parents and guard¬ 
ians to visit the schools, and test their working for themselves ; also 
to the facility and frequency with which scholars absent themselves, 
perhaps emptying all the schools of a village upon the advent of a 
circus, or withdrawing a few days before the examination, to their 
own manifest and manifold detriment, and greatly to the disgust and 
discouragement of the teacher ; but with this hint will leave the work 
of reform in these particulars to the public conscience.
